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PREFACE. 

Few words are necessary to explain the plan on which 
this little book has been composed, the objects which it 
is intended to serve, and the way in which it is meant to 
be used. 

« 

I have for several years taken Lessing's Fables as a first 
German reading-book. The simplicity of the subject- 
matter and the language, the shortness of the fables, one 
or more of which can be read through at a sitting, and, 
not least, the excellence of the style, an excellence which 
young boys are quite capable of appreciating, seemed to 
recommend the book as the best possible German primer. 
The chief drawback I found in using it was the unequal 
difficulty of the fables, the first book, as it happens, con- 
taining by far the hardest. This I have sought to remedy 
by rearranging them approximately according to their 
difficulty. 

Most teachers will agree that the chief stumbling- 
block in the way of learning German is the dispropor- 
tionate time that a beginner takes in looking out words. I 
need not here vindicate the principle of Glossaries versus 
Dictionaries. If any are still unconvinced, let them read 
the preface to Mr. Quick's Companion to Wilhelm Tell, 
or, better still, let them give the glossary system a trial 
for a single term. 
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In so short a volume I have not thought it necessary 
to adopt Mr. Quick's charmingly simple but (for the 
. composer) repulsively laborious plan of giving each word in 
the order of the text. Whenever I thought the beginner 
would be likely not to know what to look out in the 
glossary I have helped him in a note. 

In the glossary I have been careful to give in each case 
the primitive meaning of a word as well as the special 
meanings which occur in the text. As to etymology, I 
have added cognate English words, except when they were 
too obvious to require notice, or too remote to come home 
to an average schoolboy. Quite apart from the value of 
the knowledge for itself, I have found by experience that 
etymology is an invaluable aid to a boy's memory in 
German almost as much as in French. By these additions, 
no less than by its omissions, I hope that the glossary 
will prove more serviceable to the schoolboy than the 
ordinary dictionary. 

The work is meant to be a first German reading-book. 
Directly a boy has learnt the article, the indicatives of 
fete, Ija&ett, and lo&ett, and perhaps the adjective, I would 
set him down to the Fables. Let him pick up the grammar 
as he goes along, and as he requires it, instead of wasting 
his energy in what must be a distasteful, and what will 
seem to him an unpractical, study. 
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INTRODUCTION. 

Togethek with his Fables Leasing published an essay on 
the Fable, in which he discusses what constitutes a fable, 
and shows "how modern fabulists have deviated from the 
original type. No writer ever combined, in an equal 
degree, the practice and theory of literature ; and his best 
plays were written in the same way, as illustrations of 
what he has laid down as the fundamental principles of 
the drama. His attention was first called to the fable by 
Gellert's popular work, which was published in 1746. 
Gellert's Fables were closely modelled after La Fontaine's, 
and were a vehicle for lively railings at the fair sex and 
hits at contemporary follies. Lessing as early as 1747 
made some experiments in the same style, and in 1753 a 
few of his fables in verse and prose appeared in the first 
volume of his works. 

His subsequent study of the history and theory of the 
fable led him to discard his former model as a perversion 
of later times, ^nd the present volume is the outcome of 
his riper views. 

Much of the essay is only of passing interest. The 
theories it discusses are long exploded, and the critics 
whom he dissects with true German thoroughness seem 
to us men of straw. Yet it should not be forgotten that 
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these men whom Lessing attacks were the most popular 
writers of the time, and, as Goethe in his Autobiography 
well remarks, however strange these extravagances may 
seem to us, they influenced the best intellects of the day. 
Gellert, Liehwehr, and even Lessing himself, tried their 
hands at this perverted class of writings. 

We need not give a full analysis of the essay. As an 
introduction to the Fables, it will be enough if we shortly 
sum up and supplement, where necessary, the results of 
Lessing's teaching. For the ideal fable Lessing goes back 
to Aesop. Aesop's Fables were probably unwritten, and 
handed down by tradition. The collection which goes 
by his name is spurious, being a work of the fourteenth 
century, and the earliest version that we possess of them 
is that in Greek iambics by Babrius, who lived about the 
time of Augustus. That of Phaedrus, who lived about the 
same time, is an inferior version in Latin, with additions 
of his own. 

But though we only know Aesop at second hand, we 
can form a sufficient notion of what his fables were. The 
invention or history (for Aesop's fables were more com- 
monly founded on fact) exists for the sake of the moral; 
the moral is never, as in later fables, a mere peg on which 
to hang a merry story, or an excuse for a display of wit 
or satire. Some common precept of morality is exemplified 
in a single instance, and it is the lesson thus taught which 
gives unity to the story. The story must be either an 
actual occurrence, as was the case with most of Aesop's, 
or at least the events must be represented as having 

dually occurred; and the reason of this is obvious— a real 
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case appeals more strongly to the reader than an imaginary 
one. This is one of the distinguishing marks between a 
fable and a parable. A single fact will not make a fable, 
but is only an emblem. Thus Lessing arrives at his final 
definition of a fable : " A fable is a relation of a series of 
changes which together form a whole. The unity of the 
fable consists in all the parts leading up to an end, the end 
for which the fable was invented being the moral precept." 
This definition, we may observe, comes very near that of 
Dr. Johnson in his Life of Gay : " A fable or apologue is, 
in its genuine state, a narrative in which beings irrational 
and sometimes inanimate (arbores loguuntur rum tantum 
ferae) are, for the purpose of moral instruction, feigned to 
act and speak with human interests and passions." But 
Dr. Johnson's definition would include a beast-epic like 
the Beinecke Fuchs, and it would exclude some of La 
Fontaine's best fables, such as " La Mort et le Bftcheron," 
"Jupiter et les Tonnerres/' where only gods or men are 
the actors. 

Let us again, for the sake of comparison, take Phaedrus's 
well-known apophthegm on the end and object of the 
fable — 

" Duplex libelli dos est : quod risum movet, 
Et quod prudenti vitam conailio monet." 

This, according to Lessing, is a preposterous account of 
the fable ; what is here considered the primary motive is 
a mere accident, and has nothing to do with the essence 
of the fable. Lessing is technically right ; the primitive 
fable of India, China, and Greece was no laughing matter, 
but differed in nowise from a sermon, save that it was 
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shorter, and condescended to human weakness by express- 
ing moral truths in the form of images. It belonged to the 
same stage of development as the gnomic poets of Greece. 
A later age tired of wise saws and modern instances, and 
refused to swallow the maxims of prudence and good 
sense without a spice of the ludicrous, or at least the 
adventitious charms of poetry, to which Lessing alludes 
in his introductory fable (Book i. 1). Lessing's definition 
is in truth, though he was not aware of it, the death- 
warrant of the fable. No moralist would choose that 
form to inculcate (if such a thing is possible) a new 
doctrine of morals, for the moral of the fable must be such 
that he who runs may read. No poet or humorist will 
care to masquerade as a moral teacher, or show his wit 
by refurbishing some old-world maxim. 

Lessing, we may safely ptophesy, is the last of the 
fabulists, and he ends the series worthily. He has, it is 
true, little of La Fontaine's exquisite ease and lightness 
of touch, and Frenchmen would say that *his criticism of 
La Fontaine is an illustration of the proverb of sour grapes, 
yet in this, as in his greater works, he shows his vigorous 
common-sense. The outline of most of the fables is 
borrowed from the Greek — Babrius, Aphonius, or some- 
times Aelian's Natural History — but in each case he pre- 
sents old friends with new faces. Like Browning in " The 
Glove," and " The Statue and the Bust," he delights to 
look at the other side of a moral problem. If in Aesop 
the lion and the ass go out a hunting together, he asks 
what were the sentiments of the ass (ii. 8), and what those 
f the lion (ii 7). Again, in the fable of the man and 
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the tame snake,' he holds a brief for the snake (i. 3). 
Or he finds in Aesop a coarse moral, and by a novel turn 
he transmutes it into a piece of delicate irony, as in 
Jupiter and the Ass (i. 10). In spite of his formal protest, 
there is in not a few of the fables a vein of true poetry, as 
in the Sheep (ii. 23), and Jupiter and the Sheep (ii. 18). 

In conclusion, we may notice one more question in 
reference to the fable which Lessing was the first to 
resolve. It had often been debated why animals should 
have been by common consent chosen as the chief actors 
and interlocutors in the fable. The reason, as usual, is 
obvious when once pointed out The characters of animals 
are well defined and universally known. If we read as 
the heading of a fable " Britannicus and Nero," we appeal 
only to the few who know their Boman history. When 
we read of the " Wolf and the Lamb " every child knows 
what to expect. There is, besides, a second reason. 
Passion obscures the moral judgment, hence the fabulist 
must avoid arousing our sympathies or prejudices; he 
must eschew human actors, and confine himself to the 
lower creation. In this respect the " Wolf and the Lamb " 
of Aesop is a more perfect fable than the prophet and 
the poor man's ewe lamb of Nathan,
